Tragedy of Delay 
It is now three weeks since the lease-lend 
ill, for all-out aid to Britain by this country, 
vas introduced in congress. Hearings of the 
1ouse committee are still in progress and the 
senate committee hearings are beginning this 
yveek. It will be next week, at least, before 
e measure reaches the floor of the house. 


There will not be much delay in the lower 
ouse. The measure will, undoubtedly, pass. 

ere may be some amendments, but the broad 
burpose of the bill will be unchanged. 


It will take longer in the senate. There 

1 be longer debate, there, with the possi- 
ility that the little group of obstructionists, 
Wheeler, Nye, Vandenberg, Taft, et al, may 
ttempt filibuster tactics. Eventually, the bill 
vill pass the upper body, too, and become law. 

In the meantime, however, the delays 
aused cannot fail to bring added tragedy to 

tortured world and cause thousands of war 
jJeaths that, without that delay, could be 
saved. 

If passage of the bill is not in time to per- 


wmit the placing by Britain of huge orders for 
‘Dlanes and guns and ships, now waiting, it 


l at best mean prolongation of the war by 
another year. Present British plans call for 
aunching of a great offensive against the 

dis tyranniés in 1942. The British believe, 
are fully confident, they can survive whatever 
Hitler may attempt this year. Then, in 1942, 
hey envisage their turn at the offensive. The 
1942 campaign, however, depends upon receiv- 

g vast war supplies from this country. Those 
supplies cannot be forthcoming unless the 
ar industry expansion program necessary can 
ret under way within the next 30 or, at most, 
50 days. 

It is possible that too-long delay in enact- 


Iment of the lend-lease bill will spell the de- 


feat of Britain, which means this country will, 
in the not-distant future, have to face the vic- 
tory-bloated Axis alone. 

Even though Britain manages to salvage 
the victory, despite our delay, much more de- 
ferment on the bill will mean another year of 
the horrors of war. Because, without quick 
action here, Britain will have to postpone the 


iproposed offensive until 1943, instead of in 


1942. 
The responsibility is one of tragic propor- 
tions and it is squarely on the shoulders of 


| the congress. 


Uneasy Italy 

While, as yet, there has been no official 
confirmation of reported riots by the people 
of Milan, Turin and other Italian cities, the 
rumors of such disturbances are so persistent 
there is a growing belief there must be some- 
thing happening. 

It would, of course, be only the expected 
for both Rome and Berlin to issue official 
denials. However, as sources of authentic 
news on such a subject, neither capital is 
worth a cracked ha’penny. 

If disturbances are taking place, there 
should be no surprise. The uninterrupted se- 
ries of defeats the Italian armed forces have 
met ‘must be having their effect upon the 
morale of the people at home. Turin and 
Milan have both suffered heavily from British 
bombers, so heavily that some of the war fac- 
tories at Turin were reliably reported, weeks 
ago, to have been moved to other locations. 

It must not be forgotten, either, that the 
British have dropped millions of leaflets, as 


well as bombs. Nor should the speech of 
“Winston Churchill, broadcast especially for the 


Italian people, be discounted as effective 
propaganda. Undoubtedly many Italians heard 


that speech, despite Fascist regulations against 


listening. 


It was, for instance, broadcast an 


‘jour ahead of the announced time, a trick 


i done deliberately to avoid the intentionally 


“drowning out” of the broadcast which is a 
‘common trick of the dictator countries.

If Italy crumbles, as probable, the British 
will have gained the most important victory 
possible, short of complete smashing of the 
Nazi power.

Not all the beauties of the English lan- 
guage are confined to Shakespeare, nor all 
the mystic diction to our military code-mak- 
ers, for that matter. If ever our faith in ado- 
lescence had diminished, it has been most 
generously revived by Life magazine’s reve- 
lation that a most ingenious and fanciful 
code of communication is presently observed 
by that group of 15-to-18-year-olds whom we 
fondly called sub-debs. 

Outdistancing the formal mores of polite 
language, this most imaginative group of 
hyper-sophisticated young ladies (‘silly fillies,” 
they say) has enriched our tongue no end.

THE SKY MEETS THE SEA 


“In the encounter ... between German dive 
bombers and British men-o’-war the latter came 
out only second best,” says the WASHINGTON

a serious challenge to the British fleet nor to 
British shipping in the waters around the British 
Isles.” The WILMINGTON NEWS sees “A new 
chapter . .. opened in the unfinished story of 
the war in that sea. It has begun with an as- 
sault meant to discourage the British from con- 
tinuing to send troops and supplies through the 
narrow waters south of Sicily. The next aim of 
the Germans, undoubtedly, will be to clear the 
road to Libya.” 


The BIRMINGHAM NEWS holds “The battle 
in the Mediterranean is proof that a nation to be 
strong needs both a powerful navy and a power- 
ful air force. Both England and the Axis have 
strong air forces, but England’s superiority at sea 
may yet turn out to be the deciding factor.” Too, 
the BUFFALO NEWS adds the thought that “‘Pre- 
suming the British will not risk another daylight 
passage of the straits of Sicily, or will have the 
air well patrolled. by planes from Malta if they 
do, there is no reason to believe that the initial 
success of the Nazis is an omen that the German 
air force will drive the British from the Medi- 
terranean.”

The plaintiffs are dis- 
sident members who charge that, 
whereas there should be at least 
$400,000 in the treasury, Mr. Nuz- 
zo, who rules the _ organization 
with dictatorial powers, recently 
said there was only $2,000 or $20,- 
000 on hand. Total collections 
during the last four or five years 
should have been around $600,000, 
according to the rebellious work- 
men, who are willing to concede 
that as much as $200,000 of this 
money could have been spent for 
legislative purposes, including per 
capita taxes to the international, 
which formerly had headquarters 
at Quincy, Mass., but moved to 
Washington last April. 

The local was formed in 1936 
‘to embrace workers employed on

“NOW, WE HAVE RUBBER—” |! remember that when we 
got to Albany, Ga., a few 


hours after the tornado hit there a year ago, the gallant chef of 
the New Albany hotel was the only one who could do any cooking. 


“How do you do it?” 

“Tanks of butane,” he said. 

And that’s the first time I ever got interested in butane gas, 

Monday afternoon was the second time. The Goodyear people 
were putting on a show for their men in this district and in the 
afternoon they invited a few of the citizens around to see the ex- 
hibit, which was tied in with national defense. 


They had a very pleasant young gentleman there who. stood 
behind a table loaded with instruments of the chemist’s trade. 

They steered us over to him and announced he would demone- 
strate the making of synthetic rubber. 

Now, little as one thinks of it, the world could not go along 
at its accustomed pace without rubber. And wars cannot be fought 
without it. It is a vital commodity and any development of syn- 
thetic rubber is of great importance. 

Well, this young man had two large bottles before him. Each 
was about half-filled with. a liquid which looked something like 
milk of magnesia. . 

The pleasant young man poured a libation from one into a 
chemist’s jar, announcing it was liquid latex. He then poured in 
a coagulant and stirred the liquid for about three seconds and, 
suddenly, there was a large blob of real rubber. 


“Now,” he said, “in the other bottle is synthetic latex, which 
is obtained from cracking butane gas.” 


So, that is how I got interested for the second time in butane gas. 
A MATTER OF BUTADIENE “Butane,” he said, “is a pe- 
troleum product and by cracke 


ing the gas we get a substance called ‘butadiene’.” 


He went on to say that by heating it for two or three hours 
under terrific pressure it was possible to liquify it. This is the 
beginning of the process which produces the synthetic latex which 
looks just like the actual latex. One is from a test tube and one 
from a tree. 

He poured out some of the synthetic latex and poured into it 
some of the colorless coagulant. He stirred and there appeared a 
mass of synthetic rubber. | 


It was very great magic and even Merlin or the magicians of 
the great Kahn himself never performed any greater ones,

ber products from the synthetic rubber. The tires wear as well 
as rubber. Maybe better. 


It rather startles one to realize that from a colorless gas one 
may obtain an automobile tire by processes of the chemist’s magic, 


In Germany and Sweden, where great strides have been made 
in making clothing out of a wood pulp experiment, it was a popu- 
lar joke to ride along and see a large tree and say, “I think I’d 
like a suit made out of that.” 


But never did I expect to see an automobile tire or a garden 
hose made out of the stuff John Vills, the New Albany hotel chef, 
was using to cook my breakfast. 


THE TEST TUBE It is a fact that the test tube is greater 

than the sword. We have seen nylon come 
along to become a fascinating product with many derivatives and 
possibilities. Another test tube product produces better bristles 
than a pig. 

Now synthetic rubber is an accepted fact. And with a year’s 
supply of the real stuff on hand we have a year to get plants going 
in this country producing raw synthetic stuff every bit as good 
and with many superior qualities. 


Germany was ahead of the world in all synthetic productions. 
For a very good reason. Germany could not import as freely as 
could we. Now this country is on the march. The greatest things 
of the future are going to come out of test tubes. 


There was on display one of those tanks of the type which the 
Germans developed. The gas tanks on their planes don’t leak. The 
first the world knew of it was when a plane was brought down 
early in the war. The secret of the tank was discovered. It was 
lined with a synthetic rubber substance which allowed large ma- 
chinegun bullets to go through and then resealed behind them 
without any loss of gasoline or any danger of fire. 


_ Now the United States is building better ones. The tank on 
display had been riddled by machinegun bullets. The outside metal 
covering was ripped and torn, large gaping holes the size of one’s 
fist being torn in it. Yet not a drop of gas was lost. The secret 
substance held it safe. 


We are on the march. 


And, come to think of it, it was an excellent thing we are start- 
ing our defense from scratch. If we’d built up a lot of stuff in 
bygone years all of it now would be obsolete.

Big and little officials give jobs to their friends because the 
helpers they choose can make or break them. A few appointments 
that turn sour can cost an official his reputation and his job. 


But friendship can be unselfish, and official generosity fre- 
quently is prompted by affection alone. 


In the last few years, stories from Washington have revealed 
convincing evidence that it pays to be a friend of the great. 


One man received a loan of over a million dollars, engineered so 
adroitly that in the end it became an outright gift. 


Another was able to obtain for his thinly-populated state many 
times the sum of relief money justified by its population. 

These, and many similar benefactions, were not political re- 
wards but little gifts of loving kindness. That the public pays the 
bill is beside the point. The point is that big-shot friends are gold 
mines. 

Few young people climb fast and far without an “angel” up 
above to pull. This doesn’t mean that “pull” can make the stupid 
successful—though it sometimes does for a little while; but those 
who have ability can reach the top quicker if they know somebody 
who is already there.
